An  ordinance  granting  to  the  Standard  Oil  Co.,  a cor- 
poration organized  and  existing  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  its  successors 
and  assigns,  the  right  to  exclusively  use  a part  of  the 
western  half  of  Pier  No.  2,  forming  a part  of  the 
Burnt  District  Commission  plan  of  additions  and 
extensions  to  the  public  wharves  and  docks  of  Balti- 
more city,  and  prescribing  the  terms,  conditions  and 
duration  of  said  grant  and  the  compensation  to  be 
paid  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  standard  on  co. 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
Standard  Oil  Company,  a corporation  or- 
ganized and  existing  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  be  and  it  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  exclusively  to 
use  for  a period  of  fifty  years,  subject  to  all  50  years, 
the  terms  and  conditions  mentioned  herein, 
including  those  relating  to  revaluation  upon 
the  expiration  of  every  recurring  period 
of  ten  years  hereunder  during  said  whole 
period  of  fifty  years,  all  that  part  of  the 
westerly  half  of  Pier  No.  2,  forming  a 
part  of  the  Burnt  District  Commission 
plan  of  additions  and  extensions  to  the 
public  wharves  and  docks  of  Baltimore

Terms  of  grant. 


city,  sanctioned  by  Ordinance  No.  149  of 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore, 
approved  November  10,  1904,  described  as 
follows,  that  is  to  say: 

Beginning  for  the  same  at  a point  on  the 
westerly  water  line  of  Pier  No.  2,  at  the 
distance  of  one  hundred  and  two  feet 
southerly  from  the  intersection  of  said 
westerly  water  line  with  the  line  of  the 
south  side  of  Pratt  street,  as  widened,  be- 
ing at  the  end  of  the  first  line  of  the  lot 
whose  use  was  granted  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  the  Standard 
Oil  Company;  thence  binding  on  the  second 
line  of  said  lot,  and  at  right  angles  to  the 
westerly  water  line  of  Pier  No.  2 (easterly 
99.465  feet  more  or  less)  to  a point  in  the 
center  of  a drive  and  trackway  fifty  feet 
wide  there  situate,  with  the  use  in  com- 
mon with  the  other  grantees  of  franchises 
on  said  pier;  thence  southerly  along  the 
center  line  of  said  drive  and  trackway 
twenty  feet;  thence  westerly  by  a line  par- 
allel to  the  second  line  of  the  lot  granted 
as  aforesaid  to  the  Standard  Oil  Company, 
ninety-nine  and  four  hundred  and  sixty-five 
thousandths  feet  to  the  westerly  water  line 
of  Pier  No.  2,  and  thence  northerly  along 
said  water  line  twenty  feet  to  the  beginning. 

Containing  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  eighty-nine  and  three-tenths  square  feet 
of  land,  of  which  five  hundred  square  feet 
is  in  the  west  half  of  the  above  drive  and 
trackway  fifty  feet  wide. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  farther  ordained , That 
the  rights,  privileges  and  franchises  hereby 
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granted  are  granted  subject  expressly  to 
the  following  terms  and  conditions,  that  is 
to  say : 

First — That  the  said  Standard  Oil  Com-Ve.®s*ls  extend- 
pany,  its  successors  and  assigns,  shall  en- 
joy free  access  by  water  at  all  times  to  the 
said  part  of  said  pier  for  its  steamboats, 
vessels,  barges  and  other  water  craft,  pro- 
vided that  the  said  steamboats,  vessels, 
barges  and  other  water  craft  shall  not  ex- 
tend at  any  one  time  out  from  said  part 
of  said  pier  into  the  water  surrounding  the 
same  a greater  distance  than  seven ty-five 
feet  westerly  from  said  westerly  water  line; 
and  provided  further,  that  the  said  right 
of  free  access  and  the  use  of  said  part  of 
said  pier  and  waterways  shall  be  subject 
in  every  respect  to  the  operation  and  effect 
of  Section  468  of  Article  4 of  the  Code  of 
Public  Local  Laws  of  Maryland,  title  “City 
of  Baltimore,”  and  of  any  supplement  there- 
to or  amendments  thereof,  and  of  all  laws 
or  ordinances  relating  to  the  harbor  of  Bal- 
timore and  its  appurtenances  that  have 
been  or  may  be  enacted  by  authority  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  or  of  the 
State  of  Maryland,  or  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  any  sup- 
plements thereto  or  amendments  thereof, 
and  of  all  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Harbor  Board  or  any  other  duly  constituted 
public  authority,  and  of  any  supplements 
thereto  or  amendments  thereof. 

Second — That  the  said  Standard  Oil  Com-  special  payments,

tioned, the  sums,  if  any,  expended  and  to 
be  expended  by  the  said  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  in  adopting  said  part 
of  Pier  No.  2 to  the  special  uses  and  re- 
quirements of  the  said  Standard  Oil  Com- 
pany. 

Third — That  the  said  Standard  Oil  Com- 
pany, its  successors  or  assigns,  may  at  its 
election  and  at  its  expense  erect  upon  said 
part  of  said  pier  such  metal  covered  or 
other  proper  superstructures  as  may  be 
necessary  in  the  conduct  of  the  business  of 
the  said  Standard  Oil  Company,  its  succes- 
sors and  assigns,  and  said  superstructures 
may  he  built  upon  any  of  the  foundations 
or  bulkheads  of  the  said  part  of  said  pier 
except  when  otherwise  required  by  the 
Inspector  of  Buildings  and  the  Harbor- 
Engineer;  and  provided  further,  that  all 
plans  for  such  improvements  shall  first  be 
submitted  to  and  approved  by  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings  and  the  Harbor  Engineer,  and 
that  the  work  to  be  performed  in  connection 
with  said  improvements  shall  be  subject 
to  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  said 
Inspector  of  Buildings  and  said  Harbor 
Engineer,  and  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore  hereby  covenants  and  agrees 
that  it  will,  at  the  cost  of  the  respective 
grantees  of  franchises  in  said  Pier  No.  2, 
proportioned  to  their  several  frontages  upon 
said  fifty  feet  drive  and  trackway,  con- 
struct or  cause  to  be  constructed  for  the 
purpose  of  the  business  of  said  respective 
grantees,  along  or  near  the  center  line  of 
said  fifty  feet  drive  and  trackway,  a single 
track  railroad  for  the  passage  of  railroad 
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cars  to  and  from  the  respective  parts  of  Silr1fnerotardack 
said  pier  granted  to  said  respective  gran- 
tees to  Pratt  street,  said  single  track  rail- 
road to  be  the  property  of  said  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  when  con- 
structed, but  to  be  maintained,  kept  in  re- 
pair and  renewed  when  necessary  by  said 
respective  grantees,  at  their  own  cost,  pro- 
portioned as  aforesaid. 

Fourth — That  the  said  Standard  Oil  Com-  Quarterly  pay-

pany,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  pay 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more annually  at  the  office  of  the  Comp- 
troller, in  equal  quarterly  instalments,  on 
the  first  days  of  January,  April,  July  and 
October  of  each  and  every  year,  commenc- 
ing from  the  date  when  said  Pier  No.  2 
shall  have  been  completed  and  be  ready 
for  occupancy,  the  sum  of  seven  hundred 
and  sixteen  dollars  and  fifteen  ($716.15)  $7l6'IS* 
cents,  being  at  the  rate  of  thirty-six  cents  36c.  per  square 
per  square  foot  for  the  whole  number  of  foot 
square  feet  included  in  said  part  of  said 
pier,  during  the  first  ten  years  of  the  grant 
hereby  made;  provided,  however,  that  upon 
the  expiration  of  said  period  of  ten  years 
and  of  every  recurring  period  of  ten  years 
there  shall  be  a revaluation  of  the  annual  Revaluation, 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  grantee,  its 
successors  and  assigns,  for  the  succeeding 
period  of  ten  years  of  said  grant,  the  said 
annual  compensation,  however,  never  to  be  Never  less  than 
revalued  at  less  than  said  annual  sum  of 
seven  hundred  and  sixteen  dollars  and  fif- 
teen ($716.15)  cents,  and  in  the  event  of 
a disagreement  between  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  and  the  said  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  as  to  the  amount

of  said  annual  compensation  so  to  be  paid, 
the  revaluation  shall  be  fixed  by  two  arbi- 
trators, one  of  whom  shall  be  selected  by 
the  said  grantee,  its  successors  or  assigns, 
and  the  other  by  the  Mayor,  and  in  the 
case  of  failure  of  said  arbitrators  to  agree 
upon  said  revaluation  within  thirty  days 
following  their  appointment,  then  said 
arbitrators  shall  select  an  umpire,  and  in 
case  of  the  failure  of  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  to  select  an  arbitrator 
as  herein  provided,  or  of  the  failure  of  the 
said  arbitrators  within  thirty  days  to  select 
an  umpire  as  herein  provided,  the  Mayor 
shall  appoint  both  such  arbitrators  and 
umpire  to  act  in  said  arbitration,  and  in 
case  of  the  failure  of  the  arbitrators  and 
umpire  to  agree  within  thirty  days  after 
the  appointment  of  the  umpire,  then  the 
Mayor  shall  dissolve  the  said  Board  of 
Arbitration  and  a new  board  shall  be  ap- 
pointed under  the  same  terms  and  condi- 
tions regulating  the  appointment  of  the 
former  board,  and  so  on  until  an  agreement 
is  reached,  the  opinion  of  the  majority  of 
the  arbitrators  to  be  final.  The  revalua- 
tion at  the  end  of  each  recurring  period  of 
ten  years  hereunder  is  to  include  the  value 
derived  from  the  franchise  or  right  hereby 
granted,  but  not  improvements  made  on 
said  pier  by  the  grantee  hereunder,  its  suc- 
cessors or  assigns. 

Fifth — That  the  said  Standard  Oil  Com- 
pany, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall,  dur- 
ing the  term  of  this  grant,  insure  and  keep 
insured  at  its  expense  in  an  amount  and 
in  an  insurance  company  or  companies  satis- 
factory to  the  Comptroller,  all  the  improve- 
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inents  erected  by  it  on  said  part  of  said 
pier ; the  proceeds  of  insurance  in  case  of  fire 
to  be  used  in  rebuilding  or  restoring  said 
improvements,  and  the  policy  or  policies  of 
insurance  to  be  so  framed  or  indorsed  as  to 
secure  this  application  of  said  proceeds  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Comptroller;  and 
shall  also  keep  the  said  part  of  the  said 
pier,  including  walls,  fender  piles  and  cap 
logs,  in  good  condition,  order  and  repair  Repair, 
as  when  received,  and  shall  also,  during  the 
term  of  this  grant,  keep  the  said  premises, 
so  far  as  reasonably  necessary,  free  from 
all  snow  and  ice  that  may  fall  or  form  on 
the  same,  and  shall  also  cart  off  and  remove 
from  the  said  premises  all  dirt,  ashes,  sweep- 
ings, rubbish  and  litter  occasioned,  created 
or  deposited  on  the  said  premises  and  that 
it  shall  not  throw  or  allow  to  be  thrown 
at  any  time  into  the  waters  from  said  part 
of  said  pier,  or  from  any  of  its  vessels  or 
water  craft,  any  dirt,  ashes,  sweepings,  rub- 
bish or  litter,  and  that  it  will  at  the  ex- 
piration of  its  occupation  of  the  said  part 
of  said  pier,  yield  up  the  same  peaceably 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
in  as  good  order  in  all  respects  as  whenReturn  . 
received,  reasonable  wear  and  tear  and  order- 
damage  by  accidental  fire  or  other  unavoid- 
able casualty  not  attributable  to  the  negli- 
gence of  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs excepted,  that  it  shall  pave  and  re- 
pave as  well  as  keep  in  repair  such  part  of, 
said  fifty  feet  drive  and  trackway  as  is 
hereby  granted  to  the  said  grantee,  and  all 
the  floorings  and  pavements  on  said  part 
of  said  pier,  and  shall  also  make  good  any 
damage  done  to  the  said  pier  or  bulkheads 
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caused  by  collision  with  its  vessels,  and 
shall  observe  and  keep  all  laws  and  ordi- 
nances applicable  to  the  premises  and  shall 

Indemnify  be  responsible  for  and  indemnify  the  Mayor 

tfesmst  hablh’  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  against  any 
liability  to  any  governmental  authority  or 
officers,  corporations,  or  private  persons  for 
costs,  expenses,  injury  or  loss  by  reason 
of  any  nuisance  existing  on  the  said  part 
of  the  said  pier  or  on  account  of  any  acci- 
dent or  injury  to  any  persons  or  property 
that  may  occur  or  originate  on  said  part 
of  said  pier  and  be  due  to  the  neglect  or 
default  of  the  said  grantee,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  and  that  it  will  not  assign  the 
grant  hereby  made  without  the  consent  in 
writing  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Esti- 
mates, other  than  to  some  person  or  cor- 
poration which  may  have  succeeded  to  the 
ownership  of  the  majority,  in  j)oint  of  par 
value  of  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  or 
of  the  property  of  the  said  grantee,  and 
will  not  subassign  any  part  thereof  without 
said  consent  in  writing ; the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  keep  the  said

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tion  37  of  Article  4 of  the  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws,  entitled  “City  of  Baltimore/’ 
sub-title  “Charter,”  and  the  rights  and 
franchise  herein  granted  shall  be  held,  ex- 
ercised and  enjoyed  by  the  said  grantee  for 
the  period  of  fifty  years,  subject  to  all  the 
terms  and  conditions  mentioned  herein,  in- 
cluding those  relating  to  revaluation  upon 
the  expiration  of  every  recurring  period  of 
ten  years  hereundei  during  said  whole 
period  of  fifty  years;  and  that  upon  the 
termination  of  this  grant  all  improvements, 
superstructures,  foundations,  etc.,  erected 
on  said  part  of  Pier  No.  2 by  the  said  gran- 
tee, its  successors  or  assigns,  shall  be  and 
become  the  property  of  the  city  and  no 
compensation  shall  be  paid  therefor. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  f urther  ordained , That 
upon  the  failure  of  the  said  grantee,  its 
successors  or  assigns,  to  comply  with  any 
of  the  terms  or  conditions  of  this  ordinance, 
the  rights,  privileges  and  franchise  hereby 
granted  shall  be  and  become  wholly  null 
and  void. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That  Subj?cl  to  re- 
this  grant  shall  be  subject  in  so  far  as  they  city  charter,

Council  of  Baltimore  in  relation  to  any 
franchise,  right  or  interest  that  said  grantee 
may  acquire  hereunder.

An  ordinance  to  repeal  and  reordain  Ordinance  No.  117, 
approved  April  23,  1906. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  per- 
mission be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  David  S.  Wingrove  to  use  a portion  of 
the  pavement  on  William  street,  beginning 
at  the  curbing  on  the  west  side  of  William 
street  at  a point  in  a direct  line  with  the 
building  line  on  Montgomery  street  and 
extending  west  five  feet,  thence  north  fifty 
feet  on  William  street  and  parallel  to  the 
curbing,  thence  east  five  feet  to  the  curbing 
on  the  west  side  of  William  street,  thence 
south  fifty  feet  along  the  curbing  on  the 
west  side  of  William  street  to  the  point  of 
beginning ; said  fifty  feet  to  contain  at  least 
three  two-foot  spaces  between  the  curbing 
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and  pavement  on  the  west  side  of  William 
street,  and  the  whole  space  to  be  used  only 
for  the  purpose  of  placing  marble,  granite  P1^"fle°fetc 
and  other  stone  used  in  the  business  of  said 
David  S.  Wingrove,  and  at  no  point  to  ex- 
ceed four  feet  six  inches  in  height. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  right  and  duty  are  hereby  expressly  re- 
served to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore  at  all  times  to  exercise,  in  the 
interest  of  the  public,  full  municipal  super- 
intendence, regulation  and  control  in  re- 
spect to  all  matters  connected  with  the 
privilege  hereby  granted,  and  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  terms  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
failure  upon  the  part  of  the  said  David  S. 

Wingrove  at  any  time  to  comply  with  any 
of  the  terms  of  the  privilege  hereby  granted 
shall  operate  a forfeiture  of  the  privilege 
hereby  granted  and  the  privilege  hereby 
granted  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  by 
an  order  of  the  Mayor,  or  by  an  ordinance 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
the  said  David  S.  Wingrove  shall  pay  to 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
the  sum  of  twenty-live  dollars  for  the  privi- 
lege above  granted;  the  same  to  be  paid 
before  the  said  privilege  be  exercised.

An  ordinance  granting  permission  to  John  Deegan  to 
place  an  electric  sign  in  front  of  his  premises  known 
as  No.  802^2  West  Baltimore  street. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  per- 
mission be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  John  Deegan,  of  Baltimore  city,  to  place 
an  electric  sign  in  front  of  his  premises 
known  as  802%  West  Baltimore  street,  said 
sign  to  extend  eight  feet  from  the  building 
line,  to  be  supported  and  erected  as  ap- 
proved by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  and 
to  be  at  least  ten  feet  above  the  pavement; 
said  sign  to  bear  the  words  “Deegan’s 
Cafe.” 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That 
said  sign  shall  be  erected  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  of  Bal- 
timore city  and  that  the  privilege  hereby 
granted  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  by 
an  order  from  the  Mayor,  or  by  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  here- 
by expressly  reserves  the  right  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  public  full  municipal  superin- 
tendence, regulation  and  control  in  respect 
to  all  matters  connected  with  this  grant 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  ordained,  That  the 
said  John  Deegan  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  the  sum  of 
ten  dollars  for  the  privilege  granted,  the 
same  to  be  paid  before  said  sign  shall  be 
erected. 
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Sec.  5.  And  be  it  f urther  ordained,  That 
this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  from  the 
date  of  its  passage.

Son  to  place  an  electric  sign  in  front  of  their  premises 

known  as  No.  113  N.  Gay  street.

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor  M-So^- 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  per-  ggj’ 
mission  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  granted 
to  M.  L.  Himmel  & Son,  of  Baltimore  city, 
to  place  an  electric  sign  in  front  of  their 
premises  known  as  No.  113  North  Gay 
street,  said  sign  to  be  thirteen  feet  long, 
three  feet  wide  and  project  thirteen  feet 
from  building  line  and  to  be  eighteen  feet 
above  pavement  and  to  be  supported  and 
erected  as  approved  by  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings;  said  sign  to  bear  the  words  in 
incandescent  electric  letters,  “Himmel,”  and 
no  other  words. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
said  sign  shall  be  erected  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings  of  Bal- 
timore city,  and  that  the  privilege  hereby 
granted  shall  be  revocable  at  any  time  by 
an  order  from  the  Mayor,  or  by  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore , That  ten 
additional  sections  be  and  the  same  hereby 
are  added  to  Article  28  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Code,  title  “Inspections,  Weights  and 
Measures,”  the  same  to  follow  immediately 
after  Section  19  of  said  article,  to  be  known 
respectively  as  Sections  19A,  19B,  19C,  19D, 
19E,  19F,  19G,  19H,  191,  19J  and  19K,  and 
to  read  as  follows  : 

19A.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Lamps  and  Lighting  to  inspect, 
examine,  test,  prove  and  ascertain  in  the 
manner  hereinafter  specified,  the  accuracy 
of  the  registration  of  any  and  all  electric 
meters  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for 
measuring  or  determining  the  quantity  of 
electric  energy  consumed  by  any  person  or 
persons,  firm  or  corporation,  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore;  and  when  such  meters  are 
proved  to  be  or  are  made  correct  within 
the  meaning  of  this  ordinance,  to  stamp  or 
mark  all  such  meters  and  each  one  of  them 
with  some  appropriate,  distinct  and  intel- 
ligible device.  The  said  Superintendent 
shall  enter  in  a book  prepared  for  that  pur- 
pose, the  date  of  testing,  number,  size,  name 
of  manufacturer,  and  registration  of  any

Lighting  shall  test  the  electric  meter  or 
meters  used  for  the  measurement  and  sale 
of  electric  energy  to  any  consumer,  at  the 
consumer’s  request,  upon  the  premises  of 
the  consumer,  and  in  his  presence  if  he 
so  desires,  upon  the  payment  in  advance 
to  the  said  Superintendent  of  the  sum  of 
one  dollar  for  each  and  every  meter  to 
be  tested,  to  cover  the  cost  of  such  test ; and 
if  any  meter  on  being  so  tested  shall  be 
found  to  register  inaccurately  to  the  extent 
of  four  per  cent.  (4%)  or  more,  to  the  det- 
riment of  the  consumer,  the  said  fee  shall 
be  returned  to  the  consumer  and  a like 
amount  shall  be  paid  to  the  Superintendent 
of  Lamps  and  Lighting  by  the'  company,

intendent of  Lamps  and  Lighting,  or  his 
representative.

stamped. 

19F.  Any  company,  person  or  persons  Penalties, 
furnishing  electricity,  convicted  before  a 
justice  of  the  peace  of  any  violation  of  the 
provisions  of  the  five  preceding  sections 
hereof,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  ten 
($10)  dollars  and  a further  sum  of  five  ($5) 
dollars  for  each  and  every  day  that  each 
meter  is  allowed  to  be  continued  in  use

Any 
person  or  corporation  convicted  of  violat- 
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ing  the  provisions  of  this  or  of  the  preced- 
ing section  hereof  shall  forfeit  and  pay  aFines 
fine  of  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for  each  and 
every  such  offense. 

191.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  stamping, 
or  persons  to  deface,  destroy  or  duplicate 
the  stamp  or  mark  upon  any  electric  meter 
or  attachment  thereto  or  to  open  any  elec- 
tric meter  used  for  the  measurement  and 
sale  of  electric  energy  except  as  provided 
in  Section  19G.  Any  person  convicted  of 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  punishable  by  a fine  of  fifty  ($50)  dollars  Fines, 
for  each  and  every  offense. 

19J.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Lamps  and  Lighting 
such  number  of  electric  meter  inspectors 
as  he  may  consider  necessary  to  properly 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

19K.  This  ordinance  to  become  effective 
at  such  time  as  the  Superintendent  of 
Lamps  and  Lighting  may  be  in  readiness  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance, 
not  later  than  October  1,  1909.

Whereas,  In  connection  with  the  aboli- 
tion of  said  grade  crossings,  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  desires  to 
make  certain  improvements  to  and  reloca- 
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tions  of  its  lines  of  railroad  in  and  nearBG&a°; 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  consisting  of  an  ex-  jBffdn^reSouth 
press  line  of  four  tracks  for  passenger  traf- 
fic, beginning  near  the  intersection  of 
Howard  and  Camden  streets,  and  extending 
thence  southerly  between  Howard  and  Eu- 
taw  streets  to  Ostend  street,  near  the  inter- 
section of  Eutaw  street,  and  extending 
thence  southwesterly  crossing  the  south- 
western city  boundary  at  G wynn’s  Falls 
at  a point  about  one  thousand  (1,000)  feet 
southeasterly  from  its  present  bridge  over 
Gwyrtn’s  Falls,  near  the  foot  of  Paca  street, 
to  a connection  with  its  main  line  at  West 
Baltimore;  and  consisting  also  of  a freight 
line  of  two  or  more  tracks,  beginning  at  a 
point  on  its  main  line  at  Mt.  Clare  Junc- 
tion, and  following  the  original  location 
of  its  Locust  Point  branch  to  a point  south 
of  Columbia  avenue;  thence  deflecting  to 
the  left  and  crossing  the  present  tracks 
just  west  of  Carroll,  and  continuing  south-

street;  or  lying  north  of  a line  drawn  paral- 
lel to  and  thirty-seven  feet  south  of  the 
north  building  line  of  said  street,  between 
the  west  curb  line  of  Warner  street  and  the 
west  building  line  of  Eutaw  street,  as  shall 
be  hereafter  determined  by  the  Board  of 
Estimates,  be  changed  and  re-established  as 
follows :

Warner  street  and  the  west  building  line 
of  Eutaw  street,  as  shall  be  hereafter  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Estimates,  be 
changed  and  re-established  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  the  present  elevation  at  the 
west  curb  line  of  Warner  street;  thence  to 
an  elevation  of  21.00  feet  at  the  east  curb 
line  of  Warner  street;  thence  rising  by  an 
even  gradient  to  an  elevation  of  34.76  feet 
to  the  west  building  line  of  Eutaw  street. 

The  City  Surveyor  is  hereby  authorized  ^stablishinf  of 

•J  new  grade. 

and  directed  to  establish  said  new  grades  in 
accordance  with  the  grades  hereby  changed 
and  re-established  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  grades  are  established  by  him. 
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Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
for  each  and  every  day  the  said  The  Bal- 
timore and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  fails  to 
complete  the  changes,  additions  and  im- 
provements required  by  Sections  2 and  3 of 
this  ordinance,  unless  prevented  by  causes 
not  within  i£s  control,  and  until  said 
changes,  additions  and  improvements  are 
fully  completed  as  and  when  herein  pro- 
vided, the  said  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio 
Railroad  Company  shall  be  liable  to  a fine 
of  fifty  dollars  per  day;  said  fine  to  be 
recovered  as  other  fines  are  recovered. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  ordained , That  for 
the  purpose  of  avoiding  all  grade  crossings 
by  The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany in  the  construction  of  its  express  line 
between  Ostend  street  and  the  southwestern 
boundary  of  the  city  at  Gwynn’s  Falls,  and 
in  the  construction  of  its  freight  line  from 
a point  on  its  main  line,  near  Mt.  Clare 
Junction,  to  the  Middle  Branch  of  the 
Patapsco  River,  near  the  mouth  of  Gwynn’s 
Falls,  and  the  several  connections  between 
said  lines,  that  the  Commissioners  for  Open- 
ing Streets  be  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  condemn  and  close 
all  that  part  of  Harman’s  Bridge,  or  the 
Annapolis  road,  from  the  southerly  exten- 
sion of  the  center  line  of  Gunpowder  street 
to  the  city  boundary  at  Gwynn’s  Falls,  as 
hereinafter  provided,  and,  in  place  thereof, 
to  condemn,  lay  out  and  open  a street  from 
the  city  boundary  at  Gwvnn’s  Falls  to  a 
connection  with  Ridgely  street  at  the  inter- 
section of  Ridgely  and  Elk  streets,  to  be 
called  “Annapolis  road,”  as  follows: 
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Beginning  at  a point  on  the  southwesterly  a ^new 
line  of  Elk  street  distant  20.54  feet  north- 
westwardly from  the  intersection  of  the  said 
southwesterly  line  of  Elk  street  with  the 
center  line  of  Ridgely  street;  thence  south- 
eastward^, along  said  southwesterly  line  of 
Elk  street  for  37.65  feet ; thence  southwardly 
deflecting  61  degrees  13  minutes  45  seconds 
to  the  right  for  890.64  feet  to  a point  of  curve ; 
thence  by  a curve  to  the  left  with  a radius 
of  645.00  feet,  through  an  angle  of  61  de- 
grees 13  minutes  45  seconds  for  689.28  feet 
to  a point  of  tangent,  said  point  of  tangent

measured  southwestwardly  and  at  right 
angles  from  the  center  line  of  Russell 
street;  thence  by  a curve  to  the  right  with 
a radius  of  678.0  feet,  through  an  angle  of 
61  degrees  13  minutes  45  seconds  for  724.54 
feet  to  a point  of  tangent;  thence  north- 
wardly for  908.76  feet  to  the  place  of  begin- 
ning. 
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The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  extend  said  Annapolis  road  to 
an  intersection  with  Maryland  avenue  in 
Westport  and  carry  said  road  over  Gwynn’s 
Falls  by  a steel  bridge  with  a roadway 
seventeen  feet  wide,  with  a sidewalk  on  the 
northeast  side  nine  feet  wide. 

Said  portion  of  Annapolis  road  to  be 
opened,  shall  be  graded  and  macadamized 
in  a manner  to  be  approved  by  the  City  Engi- 
neer. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany shall  pay  the  entire  cost  of  opening 
the  portion  of  said  Annapolis  road  above 
directed  to  be  opened  and  grading  and 
macadamizing  the  same,  and  the  entire  cost 
of  constructing  said  bridge. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany in  the  construction  of  its  express  line 
shall,  at  its  own  cost,  carry  the  same  over 
said  portion  of  Annapolis  road  to  be  opened 
by  an  overhead  viaduct  spanning  the  entire 
width  of  said  road ; the  lowest  part  of  said 
viaduct  to  have  an  elevation  of  39.08  feet 
at  the  center  of  the  road. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany in  the  construction  of  its  freight  line 
shall,  at  its  own  cost,  carry  the  Annapolis 
road  over  the  same  by  a steel  bridge  at  or 
near  the  intersection  of  Russell  and  Clare 
streets,  with  a roadway  twenty-one  feet 
wide  between  centers  of  girders,  with  a side- 
walk in  the  east  side  ten  feet  wide,  measured 
from  center  of  girder,  the  lowest  part  of 
said  bridge  over  said  tracks  to  be  at  an 
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elevation  of  not  less  than  35.0  feet;  said 
bridge  to  be  maintained  by  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  Company. 

The  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- Extension  of

pany  shall  extend  the  Alluvion  street  sewer 
and  the  Bush  street  sewer  and  the  Eutaw 
street  sewer  from  the  present  termini  of 
said  sewers  to  a point  east  of  any  lines  of 
railroad  which  it  may  construct,  and  to  an 
outlet  into  the  Middle  Branch  of  the  Pa- 
tapsco  River,  but  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  taken  as  transferring  to  The  Balti- 
more and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  any  right 
claimed  by  the  city,  to  extend  said  Bush 
street  sewer  or  any  interest  in  said  Bush 
street  dock  now  claimed  by  the  city,  and 
the  said  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Com- 
pany hereby  agrees  to  indemnify  and  save 
harmless  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of 
Baltimore,  against  any  and  all  loss,  damage 
or  expense  of  any  character  growing  out  of, 
or  in  any  way  connected  with  the  work  au- 
thorized by  this  section.

face of  the  roadway  of  said  subway  and  the 
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top  thereof,  the  surface  of  the  roadway  to 
have  an  elevation  of  four  feet.  Columns 
not  exceeding  one  foot  in  diameter  may  be 
placed  along  the  center  of  the  roadway,  and 
between  the  roadway  and  the  sidewalk.

and  improved  by  the  city  for  public  travel, 
shall  be  carried  for  their  full  width  over 
said  railroad  on  bridges  with  three  steel 
girders  to  be  constructed  by  The  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Bailroad  Company  at  its  own  cost.

carry  out  the  plan  of  track  construction  in 
accordance  with  the  general  scheme  of  im- 
provements to  be  made  by  the  United  States 
of  America  to  its  main  Baltimore  City  Post- 
office.

conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Bal- 
timore City  Code  relating  to  fines. 

And  be  it  further  ordained , And 
the  said  Railway  Company  shall  keep  the 
streets  covered  by  said  curves  and  extend- 
ing two  feet  on  either  side  of  said  curves', 
in  thorough  repair  at  its  OAvn  expense,  and 
in  case  and  so  often  as  the  street  covered 
by  said  curves  shall  at  any  time  or  times 
in  the  future  be  repaved,  the  said  Street 
Railway  Company  shall  repave  the  spaces 
between  the  tracks  of  feaid  railway  covered 
by  said  curves,  and  two  feet  on  either  side 
of  said  curves,  with  the  same  kind  of  pave-

renewal  for  another  period  of  twenty-five Renewal-

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
all  the  old  material  on  said  portion  of

And  be  it  further  ordained , That 
the  City  Engineer  be  and  he  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  directed  to  make  monthly 
estimates  on  the  completed  work  on  said 
West  North  avenue,  and  to  draw  his  order 
on  the  City  Comptroller  for  eighty  per 
cent,  of  each,  respectively,  of  such  estimates 
in  favor  of  said  contractor. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
when  the  whole  work  provided  for  in  this 
ordinance  is  finished  and  accepted  by  the

An  ordinance  granting  to  Fred  Kirsch  the  right  and 
authority  to  construct  and  erect  a covered  passage- 
way across  an  alley  between  Aisquith  street  and 
Stirling  street,  the  said  passageway  being  for  the 
purpose  of  connecting  the  properties  of  said  Fred 
Kirsch  located  on  each  side  of  said  alley  and  known 
as  Nos.  iiio  and  1112  East  Madison  street. 

Fred  Kirsch,  Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
over  an  alley,  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  per- 
mission and  authority  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  granted  to  Fred  Kirsch  to  con- 
struct and  erect  a covered  superstructure 
or  passageway  over  an  alley,  between  Stir- 
ling street  and  Aisquith  street,  the  said 
superstructure  or  passageway  being  for  the 
purpose  of  connecting  the  properties  of 
said  Fred  Kirsch,  located  on  each  side  of 
said  alley,  and  known  as  Nos.  1110  and 
1112  East  Madison  street.  The  said  per- 
mission and  authority  are  granted  upon 
the  following  terms  and  conditions : 

(1)  That  the  said  permission  and  au- 
thority are  granted  to  the  said  Fred  Kirsch, 
his  personal  representatives  and  assigns  for 
a period  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years.

(2)  That  the  said  superstructure  shall 
be  constructed  and  erected  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Building  Code; 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

(3)  That  the  said  covered  bridgeway 
or  superstructure  shall  extend  over  and 
across  the  said  alley,  connecting  the  second 
doors  of  the  premises  known  as  Nos.  1110 
and  1112  East  Madison  street. 

( 4 ) That  the  said  covered  bridgeway  or  1 
superstructure  shall  be  erected  over  the 
said  alley,  located  between  Stirling  street 
and  Aisquith  street,  so  as  to  connect  the 
side  of  the  second  door  of  No.  1110  East 
Madison  street  with  the  side  of  the  second 
door  of  No.  1112  East  Madison  street;  that 
the  bottom  of  the  lowest  part  of  said  bridge- 
way or  superstructure,  in  order  to  admit 
of  the  free  and  easy  passage  of  all  vehicles 
through  and  over  the  aforesaid  alley,  shall 
be  not  less  than  twelve  feet  above  the  sur- 
face of  the  center  of  said  alley;  that  the 
said  superstructure  or  bridgeway  shall  be 
six  feet  wide,  ten  feet  long  and  nine  feet 
high.  It  shall  be  constructed  of  corrugated 
iron,  with  wooden  joists  and  door,  that  is, 
if  the  same  is  approved  by  the  Inspector  of 
Buildings;  or,  in  the  event  of  the  disap- 
proval of  the  Inspector  of  Buildings,  it 
shall  be  constructed  of  such  other  material, 
of  dre-resisting  qualities,  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
hereby  expressly  reserves  the  right  and 
duty  at  all  times  to  exercise,  in  the  interest 
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of  the  public,  full  municipal  superinten- 
dence, regulation  and  control  in  respect 
to  all  matters  connected  with  this  grant 
and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
if  the  said  Fred  Kirsch,  his  personal 
representatives  or  assigns,  fails  to  maintain 
the  said  superstructure  or  bridgeway  in 
good  and  safe  condition  throughout  the 
full  term  of  this  grant,  or  to  comply  with 
the  terms  of  this  ordinance,  the  same  shall 
be  revocable  by  the  Mayor  or  by  an  ordi- 
nance of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
specifically  reserves  the  right  to  revoke  this 
permit  if  at  any  time  the  said  bridgeway 
or  superstructure  become  a menace  to  the 
public  safety  or  an  interference  with  the 
public  convenience. 

And  be  it  further  ordained,  That 
the  said  bridgeway  or  superstructure  shall 
be  completed  within  six  months  from  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance  and  that  the  said 
grantee  shall  pay  to  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore,  as  compensation  for 
the  franchise  hereby  granted,  the  sum  of 
$18.00  per  annum.

Company,  its.  successors  and  assigns,  the  right  to 
exclusively  use  part  of  Pier  No.  5,  forming  part  of 
the  Burnt  District  Commission’s  plan  of  additions 
and  extensions  to  the  public  wharves  and  docks  of 
Baltimore  city,  and  prescribing  the  terms,  conditions 
and  duration  of  said  grant  and  the  compensation  to 
be  paid  therefor. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  by  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  the 
Baltimore  Steam  Packet  Company,  its  suc- 
cessors and  assigns,  be  and  it  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  exclusively  use 
for  a period  of  fifty  years,  subject  to  all 
the  terms  and  conditions  mentioned  herein, 
including  those  relating  to  revaluation 
upon  the  expiration  of  every  recurring 
period  of  ten  years  hereunder  during  said 
whole  period  of  fifty  years,  that  part  of 
Pier  No.  5,  hereinafter  more  particu- 
larly described,  forming  part  of  the  Burnt 
District  Commission’s  plan  of  additions 
and  extensions  to  the  public  wharves  and 
docks  of  Baltimore  city,  sanctioned  by  Ordi- 
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nance  No.  149  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  approved  November  10, 

1904,  to  wit : 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  south  Description, 
and  east  face  lines  of  Pier  No.  5;  thence 
northerly  along  the  east  face  line  294.76

Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  shall 
enjoy  free  access  by  water  to  said  part 
of  said  pier,  on  any  side  of  said  part  of 
said  pier  for  its  steamboats,  ATessels,  barges 
and  other  water  craft;  provided,  that  the 
said  steamboats,  vessels,  barges  and  oth^r 
water  craft  shall  not  extend,  at  any  one 
time,  out  from  said  pier  into  the  water 
surrounding  the  same  a greater  distance 
than  seA^enty-five  feet  in  any  one  direction; 
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and  provided  further,  that  the  said  right 
of  free  access  and  the  use  of  said  pier  and 
waterways  shall  be  subject  in  every  respect 
to  the  operation  and  effect  of  Section  468 
of  Article  4 of  the  Code  of  Public  Local 
Laws  of  Maryland,  title  “City  of  Balti- 
more,” and  of  any  supplements  thereto,  or 
amendments  thereof,  and  of  all  laws  or 
ordinances  relating  to  the  harbor  of  Bal- 
timore and  its  appurtenances,  that  have 
been  or  may  be  enacted  by  authority  of 
the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
the  State  of  Maryland,  or  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  and  of  any 
supplements  thereto,  or  amendments  there- 
of, and  of  all  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Harbor  Board  or  other  duly  constituted 
public  authorities,  and  of  any  supplements 
thereto,  or  amendments  thereof. 

Second — That  the  Baltimore  Steam  Pack- 
et Company,  its  successors  or  assigns,  may 
at  its  election  and  at  its  expense,  erect 
upon  the  said  pier  such  metal  covered  or 
other  proper  superstructures,  the  same 
general  or  similar  construction  as  the 
structure  now  erected  on  Pier  No.  3,  as 
may  be  necessary  in  the  conduct  of  the

or  franchise  compensation  per  square  foot 
required  to  be  paid  at  the  time  for  the 
use  of  said  other  piers,  or  such  of  them 
as  may  at  the  time  be  in  use  as  aforesaid, 
and  provided  further,  that  upon  the  ex- 
piration of  every  recurring  period  of  ten 
every  years>  during  the  life  of  the  grant  hereby 
made,  there  shall  be  a revaluation  of  the 
compensation  to  be  paid  by  the  grantee, 
its  successors  or  assigns,  for  said  grant, 
the  said  annual  compensation,  however, 
never  to  be  revalued  at  less  than  said  an-

to  be  used  in  rebuilding  or  restoring  said

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deposited  on  the  said  premises,  and  that 
it  shall  not  throw  or  allow  to  be  thrown 
at  any  time,  into  the  water  from  said  pier, 
or  from  any  of  its  vessels  or  water  craft, 
any  dirt,  ashes,  sweepings,  rubbish  or  lit- 
ter, and  that  it  will,  at  the  expiration  of 
its  occupancy  of  the  said  pier,  yield  up

occur,  or  originate  on  said  premises,  and 
be  due  to  its  neglect  or  default,  and  that 
it  will  not  assign  the  grant  hereby  made 
without  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Estimates,  other  than 
to  some  person  or  corporation  which  may 
have  succeeded  to  the  ownership  of  the 
majority,  in  point  of  par  value  of  the 
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shares  of  capital  stock  or  of  the  property 
of  the  said  Baltimore  Steam  Packet  Com- 
pany, and  will  not  sub-assign  any  part 
thereof  without  said  consent  in  writing;  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to 
^eep  the  said  waterways  adjacent  to  said 
pier  to  a depth  of  not  less  than  twenty-four 
feet. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  AIcoAtroi! 
the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
hereby  expressly  reserve  the  right  and  duty, 
at  all  times  to  exercise,  in  the  interest  of  the 
public,  full  municipal  superintendence, 
regulation  and  control,  in  respect  to  all 
matters  connected  with  the  grant  hereby 
made,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  terms 
hereof,  and  that  the  said  rights  and  fran- 
chise shall  be  executed  and  enjoyed  six 
months  after  the  grant  as  provided  by  Sec- 
tion 37  of  Article  4 of  the  Code  of  Public 
Local  Laws,  entitled  “City  of  Baltimore/’ 
sub-title,  “Charter/7  and  the  rights  and 
franchise  herein  granted  to  the  said  Balti- 
more Steam  Packet  Company  shall  be  held, 
exercised  and  enjoyed  by  the  said  Company 
for  the  period  of  fifty  years,  subject  to  all 
the  terms  and  conditions  mentioned  herein, 
including  those  relating  to  revaluation 
upon  expiration  of  every  recurring  period 
of  ten  years  hereunder  during  said  whole 
period  of  fifty  years;  and  that  upon  the 
termination  of  this  grant,  all  improve- 
ments, superstructures,  foundations,  etc., 
erected  on  said  Pier  No.  5,  by  said  Balti- 
more Steam  Packet  Company,  its  successors 
or  assigns,  shall  be  and  become  the  property 
of  the  city,  and  no  compensation  shall  be 
paid  therefor.

tions or  private  persons  for  costs,  injury 
or  loss,  by  reason  of  any  nuisance  exist- 
ing 011  the  demised  premises,  or  on  account 
of  any  accident  or  injury  to  any  person 
or  property  that  may  occur  or  originate 
thereon  and  be  due  to  the  neglect  or  de- 
fault of  the  grantee,  its  successors  or  as- 
signs, and  that  it  will  during  the  term  of 
this  grant,  insure  and  keep  insured  at  its  insurance,
